whether there Is any truth in the 
statem ent that an hour of sleep be­ 
fore midnight Is 
worth 
two after 
midnight. This is 
c o m m o nlv be­ 
lieved but has no 
scientific basis. 
Recent ex p eri­ 
ments conducted 
at Colgate uni­ 
v ersity show that 
although 
m o s t 
indiv iduals sleep 
more lightly d ur­ 
ing 
the 
second 
a n d 
succeeding 
hours, they are 
more 
r e l a x e d 
than during the 
first 
h o ur 
of 
sleep . 
These in- 
v e s 11 gators be­ 
liev e that how well a p erson sleep s 
is more imp ortant than the length 
of his sleep . No doubt y ou hav e ex ­ 
p erienced this and hav e noticed that 
after a short nap in which y ou hav e 
been thoroughly relax ed, y ou awaken 
quite refreshed. 
I cannot ov erstate the v alue of 
sleep . 
It 
is 
essential 
to 
p rop er 
growth and dev elop ment and is a 
definite necessity for good health, 
steady nerv es and strength to com­ 
bat mental and p hy sical strain. 
Prop er sleep ing habits should be 
acquired in early childhood. Though 
most 
mothers 
realize 
that 
ev ery 
growing child needs an abundance 
of sleep , too often little attention Is 
giv en this matter. 
Sometimes it is 
quite a task to conv ince the child 
that sleep Is essential to good health, 
but if the habit is acquired in early 
childhood there will be no need of 
p ersuasion. 
Regular Hour* of Sleep 
Bear in mind that Irregular hours 
lead to restless sleep . The child, like 
the adult, will hav e great difficulty In 
falling asleep if p ermitted to stay 
up late and if he is not taught the 
imp ortance of routine, regular bed 
hours. 
Children are often unable to fall 
asleep after they hav e been allowed 
to engage in ex citing p lay or ov er­ 
stimulation in the late afternoon. As 
with the adult, ov erfatigue leads to 
11 restlessness and insomnia. 
A warm bath taken before bedtime 
is often help ful in inducing sleep . 
The house should be quiet and free 
from outside disturbances. 
The bed­ 
room should be p rop erly v entilated. 
It should be so arranged that in cold 
weather the room is kep t warm but 
airy and fresh. Ov erheated rooms as 
well as cold bedrooms are a hin­ 
drance to restful and beneficial sleep . 
Av oid eating large meals before go­ 
ing to sleep . 
Rep eated ex p eriment? 
show that eating heav y meals befor« 
retiring leads to marked restlessness 
This may continue throughout the 
night so that up on awakening the in­ 
div idual does not feel as refreshed a*i 
he should desp ite the many hours of 
sleep he has had. 
If necessary , a warm drink, such 
as milk or cocoa, is beneficial and 
soothing to fatigued nerv es and ©ftsu 
p rev ents insomnia. 
But nev er rep ort 
to the use of so-called "sleep ing ^ w - 
ders”. 
They are habit-forming and 
harmful in the end.

The most serious 
ill effect of 


three- cent postage is its tendency 
to discover the solicitation of bus- 
iness.

cerns that had been using two cent 
postage to drum up new and old 
trade, have felt that a 50 per cent 
increase in that expense was too 
much.

That Sleep Then 
Is More Restful

midnight. This is 
c o m m o nly be- 
lieved but has no 
8i-i<-stifle basis. 


Recent experi- 


ments conducted 
at Colgate 
uni- 


versity show that 
although 
m o s t 


individuals sleep 
more lightly dur- 
ing 
the 
second 


a n d succeeding 
hours, they are 
more 
r e l a x e d 


than during the 
f i r s t h o u r 
of 


sleep. These In- 
v e s 11 gators be- 


lieve that how well a person sleeps 
is more important than the length 
of liis sleep. Xo doubt you have ex- 
perienced this and have noticed that 
after a short nap in which you have 
been thoroughly relaxed, you awaken 
quite refreshed. 


I cannot overstate 
the value of 


sleep. 
It 
Is essential 
to 
proper 


growth and development and Is a 
definite necessity for good health, 
steady nerves and strength to com- 
bat mental, and physical strain. 


Proper sleeping habits should be 


acquired in early childhood. Though 
most 
mothers 
realize 
that 
every 


growing child needs an abundance 
of sleep, too often little attention is 
given this matter. 
Sometimes it Is 


quite a task to convince the child 
that sleep Is essential to good health, 
but if the habit is acquired in early 
childhood there will be no need of 
persuasion. 


Regular Hour* of Sleep 


Bear in mind that Irregular hours 


lead to restless sleep. The child, like 
the adult, will have great difficulty in 
falling asleep if permitted to stay 
up late and if he is not taught the 
importance of routine, regular bed 
bours. 


Children are often unable to fall 


asleep after they have been allowed 
to engage in exciting play or over- 
stimulation in the late afternoon. As 
with tho adult, overfatigue leads to 
restlessness and insomnia. 


A warm bath taken before bedtime 


Is often helpful in Inducing sleep. 
The house should be quiet and free 
from outside disturbances. The bed- 
room should be properly ventilated. 
It should be so-arranged that in cold 
weather the room is kept warm but 
airy and fresh. 
Overheated rooms as 


well, as cold bedrooms are a hin- 
drance to restful and beneficial sleep. 


Avoid eating large meals before go- 


Ing to sleep. 
Repeated experiments 


show that eating heavy meals before 
retiring.leads to marked restlessness 
This may continue throughout 
tlie 


night so that upon awakening the in- 
dividual does not feel as refreshed as 
lie should despite the many hours of 
sleep he has had. 


If necessary, a warm drink, such 


as milk or cocoa, is beneficial aud 
soothing to fatigued nerves and cft»u 
prevents insomnia. 
But never reaort 


to the use of so-called "sleeping pow- 
ciers". 
They are habit-forming ajid 


harmful In the end.
